He was taken to the hospital at Greenwood, Mississippi, where it 
was determined that Brown has a fractured skull but is not 
seriously injured.

wall and faked the story about falling from his bunk. 


Brown talked to the press on 7-20-61 and said that he had 
been misled by the Congress of Racid Equality (CORE) and regreted 
that he participated in the freedom ride.
